Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments have not overcome the 
obviousness of the combined references. The arguments presented discuss the non-obviousness of the references because Jennemann 
does not teach the combination of the Immunoconjugate with QS 21 or Quill A. However, Jennemann et al does teach the combination of 
fucosyl GM1-KLH in combination with Quillaja saponaria Molina saponin adjuvant (fraction QS21) (see page 383). Therefore, the 
combination of the Jennemann et al reference that teaches the invention and the Vangsted and Kensil reference teach the motivation and 
expectation of success of using the invention. Therefore the rejection is maintained for the reasons of record.
